God  requires 
daily  prayer: 
Elder  Kimball 

Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball,  of 
the  Council  of  Twelve,  in  his 
devotional  address  Wednesday, 
stressed  the  importance  of  pray- 
er in  human  daily  life.  He  point- 
ed out  that  prayer  was  a direct 
commandment  of  God. 

“We  should  pray  because  we 
are  the  sons  and  daughters  of 
God,  dependent  on  Him  for  ev- 
erything we  have,”  he  said. 

“We  should  express  gratitude 
for  past  blessings  and  pray  for 
understanding  and  wisdom.” 

HE  TOLD  OF  HIS  concerh 
about  the  seeming  lack  of  pray- 
er in  LDS  homes.  One  seminary 
teacher,  he  said,  asked  35  of  his 
students  how  many  had  partici- 
pated in  family  prayer  that  day. 
Only  two  of  the  pupils  answer- 
ed affirmatively. 

In  describing  the  process  of 
calling  missionaries  to  the  min- 
istry, he  said,  “We  always  ask 
the  prospective  missionary,

voutly do  you  pray?’  The  ans- 
wers have  shocked  me,  for  I 
did  not  know  so  many  did  not 
pray.”

■ Although  to  the  layman  it  may  look  like 
fcHnfttsion  of  pipes,  wires,  gauges  and  sun- 
dry pieces  of  metal,  the  “Plasma-Jet”  is  an 
instrument  of  great  value  to  the  national 
defense,  says  a BYU  engineering  graduate. 
J THE  GRADUATE  is  Gary  Coffin  from 
Pocatello,  Idaho.  He  is  currently  working 
^ on  the  Plasma-Jet  as  part  of  the  work  on 
2 hid  master’s  degree  in  mechanical  engin- 
eering (M.E.). 

^■Located  in  the  M.E.  lab  of  the  Engin- 
>y1  leering  Bldg.,  the  Plasma-Jet  was  con- 
i ttucted  last  year  by  Bob  Clark,  an  M.E. 
i graduate  from  California  as  part  of  his 
.y  l-njaster’s  thesis.  It  is  one  of  two  in  Utah 
' being  used  for  research  purposes,  according 
to  Coffin.  The  other  instrument  is  located 
at 'the  Thiokol  Plant  near  Brigham  City, 
and,  although  smaller,  is  worth  about  $30,- 
;]  1 000. 

1.  COFFIN  explained  that  the  Plasma-Jet 


has  nothing  to  do  with  blood,  transfusions 
as  the  name  would  imply.  It  is  primarily 
designed  to  test  various  combinations  of  in- 
sulating materials  for  heat  resistant  qual- 
ities. 

Findings  from  Coffin’s  research  are  to 
help  determine  effective  use  of  insulating 
materials  on  casings  of  rockets,  missiles  and 
other  space  vehicles. 

In  an  interview,  Coffin  pointed  out  that 
temperatures  reached  in  the  Plasma-Jet 
during  testing  were  as  high  as  14,000  de- 
grees F. 

....  WORK  ON  THE  instrument  is  currently 
being  conducted  under  a $14,000  contract 
from  Hercules  Powder  Co.  Data  will  finall/ 
be  sent  to  the  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  (NASA).  Coffin  has 
been  on  the  present  project  since  Sept.  15 
and  expects  to  continue  another  two  months 
when  the  contract  will  expire.  However, 
work  may  continue  even  longer.

JERRY  CALLISTER,  candi- 
date for  freshman  class  presi- 
dent, says,  “as  an  incoming 
freshman  class,  we  are  still  rel- 
atively unexperienced  in  college 
life.”

Honey  still  alive  . . . 

Lost  plane  found  on  Timp 


One  of  the  two  occupants  of  a 
light  plane  which  crashed  Sat- 
urday, was  found  alive  Wednes- 
day night  on  the  northeast  slope 
of  Mt.  Timpanogos. 

Joel  T.  Honey,  52,  Needles, 
Calif.,  received  a dislocated  hip, 
jaw  and  cheek  injuries,  and  lac- 
erations when  his  plane  was 
downed  Saturday  afternoon,  but 
he  survived  the  five  days  on  the 
snowy  slopes,  of  the  mountain. 

MR.  HONEY  said  he  was 
knocked  unconscious  when  the 
plane  crashed  and  when  he 
came  to,  he  found  his  partner, 
William  Royal,  also  of  Needles, 
dead. 

After  the  wreckage  was  spot- 
ted Wednesday  evening  by  a 
Civil  Air  Patrol  plane,  two  para- 
medics from  Hill  Air  Force  Base 
parachuted  from  a helicopter  at 
7:30  p.m.  and  reached  the  wreck- 
age at  9 p.m.,  according  to  Har- 


lan W.  Bement,  director  of  state 
aeronautics. 

GROUND  RESCUE  units,  di- 
rected by  Utah  County  Sheriff 
Ralph  Chappie,  reached  the 
crash  site  about  midnight. 

The  plane  was  found  one- 
fourth  mile  south  of  Horse  Flat 
about  one  and  a half  miles  south 
of  the  Alpine  Loop  Road  sum- 
mit. It  crashed  at  the  8,500  foot 
level. 

BRUCE  HONEY,  son  of  Mr. 
Honey,  made  positive  identifi- 
cation of  his  father  when  rescue 
crews  brought  him  off  the 
mountain  at  3:45  a.m.  Bruce  is  a 
senior  business  major  at  BYU. 

Mr.  Honey,  who  was  taken  to 
Utah  Valley  Hospital,  was  being 
examined  Thursday  morning  to 
determine  the  exact  extent  of 
his  injuries.  He  seemed  to  be  in 
good  condition  considering  the 
five-day  ordeal  he  had  been 
through.

Engineering  students 
enjoy  new  computer 


An  intricate  computer  which 
does  hours  of  mathematical  cal- 
culation work  in  a matter  of 
minutes  was  presented  to  BYU 
last  week  by  Bendix  Computers 
of  Denver,  Colo.

homework  of  BYU  engineering 
students,  said  Thomas  Klest,  the 
company’s  district  manager. 

ACCORDING  TO  Dr.  John 
Simonsen,  chairman  of  the  Me- 
chanical Engineering  Dept.,  the 
computer  is  presently  under 
free  loan,  with  BYU  having  op- 
tion to  purchase  at  a consider- 
able discount.  The  Bendix  Corp. 
is  providing  free  maintenance, 
he  added. 

Unlike  the  computer  in  the 
Knight  Bldg.,  the  new  machine 
will  be  available  anytime  to  stu- 
dents sufficiently  instructed  in 
its  operation  — without  faculty 
supervision.  The  young  engi- 
neers will  decide  what  they  want 
the  machine  to  do,  give  it  in- 
structions and  then  sit  back  and 
wait  for  the  answer  to  be  typed 
on  a sheet  of  paper. 

FIFTEEN  students  in  the 
computer  programming  class 
plus  faculty  and  graduates  will 
be  using  the  $55,000  computer 
this  semester.  However,  next 
year  engineering  departments 
plan  to  teach  the  use  of  the  com- 
puter to  all  junior  engineering 
students,  according  to  Dr.  Sim- 
onsen. 

He  noted  that  the  machine  is 
valuable  to  faculty  members  as 
well  as  to  students.  Besides  do- 
ing mathematical  computations 
it  types  and  addresses  form  let- 
ters. Data  is  ordinarily  record- 
ed on  a magnetic  drum  inside 
the  computer,  but  it  can  be  re- 
corded on  a punched  tape  and 
saved  for  later  use. 

THE  COMPUTER  consists  of 
a “typewriter”  plus  a large  met- 
al case  of  intricately  wired 
mechanisms.  Data  is  fed  to  the 
computer  by  typing  on  the  key- 
board, and  answers  are  typed 
automatically  on  a sheet  of  pa- 
per in  the  typewriter’s  carriage. 

The  new  computer  will  bring 
added  recognition  to  BYU’s  en- 
gineering program,  Dr.  Simon- 
sen said.  Good  engineering  fa- 
cilities and  competence  of  BYU 
engineering  graduates  already 
have  given  the  department  a 
good  reputation,  he  noted.  Last 
spring  an  average  of  10  jobs 
were  offered  for  each  BYU  stu- 
dent graduating  in  engineering. 

This  year  there  are  about  750 
engineering  students  at  BYU.

City  Manager  system  ^ I

City-managership  is  the  center  of  Provo’s  dispute.  As 
we  explained  in  last  week’s  column,  the  city  manager  idea 
has  deep  roots  with  connections  to  several  very  prominent 
national  organizations. 

It  has  influential  and  important  sympathizers  in  the 
top  echelons  of  education  and  government. 

It  has  been  asked  is  city  manager  government  a panacea 
or  a fraud?  You  will  find  avid  adherants  to  both  classifica- 
tions. 

Is  it  a dictatorial  take-over  or  a valuable  development 
in  government  concept?  One  can  hear  a hundred  versions 
on  each  side  which  can  confuse  him  and  the  sources  might 
well  range  from  the  John  Birch  Society  to  the  Daily  Worker. 

Until  1955,  Provo  City  could  not  have  cared  less  about 
the  afore  mentioned  facts.  For  more  than  one  hundred  years 
Provo  had  been  under  a commission  form  of  government 
which  had  produced  a good  but  not  perfect  record.  But  in 
1955  the  citly  manager  system  was  elected  by  25  votes. 

This  new  form  of  city  government  came  in  hailed  by  its 
proponents  as  the  answer  to  the  complex  problems  of  govern- 
ment that  had,  as  admitted  by  some  of  city-managership’s 
national  voices,  made  many  of  our  nation’s  cities  great. 

Home  rule  and  the  city  manager  system  started  with  as 
much  publicity  as  the  local  paper  could  give,  but  the  new 
government  also' began  without  being  understood  by  more 
than  a handful  of  Provo  people.  Because  of  the  original  mis- 
understandings the  City  Council,  City  Manager  and  Provo 
City  government  in  general  have  been  plagued  off  and  on 
since  its  beginning  in  1955. 

Although  it  is  evident  that  the  city  manager  system  is 
connected  with  national  interests  that  have  been  basically 
responsible  for  its  rise,  it  is  also  true  that  it  has  roots  in 
most  state  constitutions.

be  forgiven  of  it.”  He  said  that 
such  was  not  the  case. 

“Some  people  pay  pennies  to 
settle  a $1,000  debt.

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.  Y., 

(UPI) — Russia  and  the  United 
States  lock  horns  in  the  General 
Assembly’s  100-nation  political 
committee  today  in  another  pre- 
liminary skirmish  on  ending  the 
world’s  arms  race. 


“About  one-half  of  the  stu- 
dents have  only  one  interview, 
while  only  nine  per  cent  meet 
more  than  five  times  with  the 
counselors,”  he  explained. 


The  assembly  itself  was  tem- 
porarily adjourned,  scheduled 
to  resume  its  annual  policy  de- 
bate tomorrow  when  President 
Ferik  Ibrahim  Abbound  of  Su- 
dan will  address  it. 


EFFORTS  TO  FIND  a form- 
ula for  replacing  the  late  Sec- 
retary General  Dag  Hammars- 
kjold  also  were  at  a standstill, 
because  both  the  United  States 
and  Russia  refused  to  give  fur- 
ther ground  on  principles  gov- 
erning appointment  of  an  inter- 
im U.  N.  Chief. 


DR.  JENSEN  said  there  are 
many  types  of  tests  which  can 
be  taken  by  the  students.

THE  UNITED  STATES  want- 
ed the  question  of  a nuclear  test 
ban  treaty  taken  up  first. 


Russia  insisted  that  general 
and  complete  disarmament  be 
debated  first  and  the  question 
of  nuclear  tests,  whose  discus- 
sion here  the  Soviet  Union  op- 
posed, taken  up  later. 


India  wanted  an  assembly  call 
immediately  for  continuation  of 
the  uncontrolled  moratorium  on 
tests  broken  by  Russia’s  re- 
sumption of  atmospheric  explo- 
sions last  month. 


An  occupational  library  is  in- 
cluded in  the  Counseling  Serv- 
ice.

The  Counseling  Service  of- 
fices and  library  occupy  about 
one-half  of  the  C wing  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  new  Smoot 
Administration  Bldg. 

“The  new  facilities  make  our 
Counseling  Service  one  of  the 
best  in  the  nation,”  remarked 
Dr.  Jensen.  “The  services  are 
available  to  every  student  on 
campus  who  feels  the  need  for 
counseling.” 

The  Counseling  Service  and  li- 
brary are  open  weekdays  from 
8 a.m.  to  12  noon  and  1 to  5
